Except for an early upturn, due to
covering by shorts, the wheat marketdisplayed bearlshness throughout the
day. When the temporary support from
shorts gajve out, stop-lo- ss orders to sell
were soon encountered, and It waa aald
that some of the unloading; was for Kk
ropean account. Aside from the domestic
crop outlook, Liverpool quotations wer
lower, wtth chances apparently increas-
ing that Italy would enter the war, per
liaps tomorrow. Meanwhile, there was
continued .uncertainty as to the. charac-
ter of Germany's answer to the United
Stales.

Disappointment because of the small-ne- ss

of export rlearsnces cut a figure In
preventing any material rally by wheat
bulls late In the session. On the other
hand, primary receipts were large, and
reserves In some sections, especially In
the southwest, were asserted to be prov-
ing larger than had been looked for.

Corn prices suffered from the heari-nes-s
of wheat and aa a reault of talk

that a heavy movement a corn from thecountry might le expected now thatplanting Is largely out of the way. There
seemed to be no leadership on the bull
side. Oata held up better than other
cereals. The reason was a revival ofexport call at the seaboard.
